Dec. -B. — American 
mothers were asked by President- 
elect Harding tonight to give to school 
officials and other public servants a 
full meaaure of co-operation In the ed- 
onal, relittoua and physical 
training at vhlMran. 

Speaking here belbre a state meet- 
ing of the Child Conservation bea^e 
\\r. Harding said It was the duty of 
moUierhood to keep the old time home 
spirit alive in spite of the urowinp 
tendency to entrust the instruction of 
the child almost wholly to public in- 
stitutioos. He made a partiealar plea 
that raligkms tialalag be kayt wtthla 
the province of the heart and voleed a 
liopp for a revival of rellglow ravar^ 
ence in the trying times ahead.

ael ievement One of thorn has been exposed by the .Xssoeiated Kni- 
ployera of Indiana. It is that of the inefficiency of labor, or. in mon-j 
popular parlance, soldiering on the job. 

It is not a new discover)-. :\Iore than a month ago another as- j 
sociation of employers reportea that ite member s were getting only 
sixty to sovcjitv-five per cent of a normal day's wa* eiwn with in 
creased -vages. The Indiana report, however, is more specific. It 
disclosed that although the wages of bricklayers have ben raised 
from 55 cents an hour in 1909 to $155 an hour in 1980. or 120 percent, 
the average number of brieks aotually laid has decreased from ] 
a day in 1909 to 541 in 1920, more than 50 per cent, 
into the unit cost of bricklaying, ft reporta that He oost to Uie con- 
tractor per thousand has inereased from H in 1989 ta fMAI ia 1980. 
more than .150 per cent. 

This, of course, has helped to swell the eost of evuaU'uetWB to ] 
an almost prohibitive limit and has contributed its share to increase 
of rents and to the cost of living. It has he^ to put th e ban on 
building for investment, and is more respOninble for fte suaieUy of i 
available funds. And it is out of all proportion to the iaenase af fte 
cost of living, which was made the basis of the demand for iaereaaed 
wages.
